Europe's dangerous shortage of 
food was emphasized again yes­ 
terday when forty-seven Am eri­ 
can organization* petitioned Presi­ 
dent Truman for 
quick 
ship­ 
ments of 
foodstuffs 
to 
avert 
starvation. 
The President later 
issued 
• 
statement saying "this 
govern­ 
ment is bending every effort to 
find solutions to the problem” and 
reaffirming his pledge at the time 
of the Potsdam Conference: "If we 
let Europe go cold and hungry, 
we may lose some of the founda­ 
tions of order on which the hoped- 
for world-wide peace must rest 
We must help to the limits of our 
strength. 
And we will.” 
He added, however, that “much 
suffering may be expected during 
the coming winter in certain areas 
of the continent” 
At the same time an Associated 
Press 
dispatch 
from 
Germany 
- epitomized this perilous situation. 
It 
reported that shovel squads 
already are preparing graves for 
Berlin citizen* w*ho are expected 
to die from starvation or suicide 
during the winter. 
This isn’t a new crisis, but one 
with which the Allies have been 
struggling ever since the collapse 
of Nazidom. 
However, 
it 
is 
rapidly 
approaching 
its 
peak, 
which will be reached after winter 
has the unhappy continent in its 
icy grip. 
That is, it will reach 
its peak of 
suffering—but 
none 
can say what chaos may be let 
loose as the result of hunger, for 
thai drives folk to terrible deeds 
And it creates situations which are 
taken advantage of by designing 
men. 
Herbert H. Lehman. American 
d rector general 
of 
tile 
United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration, told Mr. Truman 
the other day that Europe "faces 
a very grim winter, with runrest 
and possible chaos” unless relief 
could be expedited. 
Along with 
the terrifying shortage 
of food 
there is a critical scarcity of coal, 
which is 
a 
basic 
requirement 
since heat, light, transportation 
and industry depend on it. 
No wonder Mr. Lehman fears 
“ unrest and possible chaos.” 
One 
ran forsee crime wave* in many 
sections of the 
continent, 
and 
some of the countries which are 
hardest hit may see civil upheav­ 
als. 
Perhaps .some of us may have 
become rather 
too 
complacent 
about the position in Europe, be­ 
cause there has been no great ex­ 
plosion thus far. 
But we should 
remember that during the warm 
summer months fuel and clothing 
aren’t so much of a problem, and 
food is easier to find. Its now, as 
we head into autumn and rapidly 
approach the killing cold of w in­ 
ter, that 
the 
dangers 
become 
acute. 
The Allies are moving relief to 
Europe, but this Isn’t a situation 
Which can be met overnight. 
As 
the signs read, the best the Allies 
can do won’t be enough. 
Time 
alone will tell how deep Europe 
must sink into the swamp of priva­ 
tion before being pulled onto firm 
ground. 
Now while this struggle is go­ 
ing on we probably shall see an 
exemplification politically of the 
truism that drowning men clutch 
at straws. 
It has happened be­ 
fore in Europe, and it will happen 
again, that a despairing public 
has turned to strange and untried 
political leadership in hope of im ­ 
proving conditions. 
Hitler ow’ed 
much of his rise to this phenomen­ 
on. and so did Mussolini. 
So Ave likely shall see the people 
of some hard hit countries rushing 
to accept new doctrines in an at­ 
tempt to escape 
their 
troubles. 
There will be great changes, and 
It will indeed be strange if in 
some instances they are not at­ 
tended by violence. 


HOME BUILDING 
LUMBER 
HOPES 
MOT VERY ROSY 


Dealers Here Find Stocks Are 
No Better; Relief Seen 
In Spring 


Long Distance Lines 
Are Still Congested 


Early relief for the home build­ 
ing market, long starved of lumber 
by military necessity, won t come 
for some time yet, lumber dealers 
here believe. 
Of the 15 
housing 
priorities 
granted Washington C. H., at least 
six and possibly 
more 
already 
have been applied for, Jam es M 
Riffe, Jr., executive vice presi­ 
dent of the Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce, said. 
Getting the lumber to build the 
houses or m ultiple-dwelling units 
is going to be a different matter, 
however. 
Granting of the prior­ 
ities was likened to purchasing 
a hunting license—it’s up to you 
to get the squirrels, or the con­ 
struction materials. 
"We’ve had lumber ordered for 
a long time but it’s still in the 
tree,” one dealer said. As for the 
Natural Lumber M anufacturers’ 
Association’s statem ent that more 
than 80 per cent of the current 
lumber production is now moving 
freely into civilian channels, the j 
dealer laughed loud and long. 
All retail lumbermen said their 
present stocks were 
either 
th e ' 
same or lower than those of two j 
months ago; that their shipments 1 
were slower in arriving; that they 
had no assurance of the quality or 
quality of lumber they would re­ 
ceive when the shipments do ar­ 
rive and that they believed less 
demand for lum ber 
during 
the 
winter might give them a chance 
to build up their depleted stocks 
for spring building. 
One dealer said that with the 
lifting of some priorities, sales had 
almost wiped out his stocks .ai­ 
r e a d y 
w ar-reduced. 
Another 
dealer said he had "no lumber to 
speak of” in his yards now but 
was expecting a 
shipment, 
he 
added rather pessimistically. 
A prediction of a 
m uch-in­ 
creased stock by next spring and a 
normal level within 18 months 
was a more cheerful outlook taken 
by still another lumber man in the 
county. 
Even though lumber production 
is up, every lumber yard in the 
United States is clamoring for as 
much as it can get 
and, 
with 
transportation facilities and m an­ 
power conditions as they are, they 
just won’t get their orders any 
time soon, was the consensus.

Diet and Health 


An Intestinal Disturbance That Comes from Nerves

EVERY time there is a disturb- 
ance of th* intestinal action, it 
does not necessarily mean that ac- t 
tual disca«e of the bowel is pres­ 
ent, for often the bowel is just 
functioning or working in the 
wrong way. 
This condition ia 
known as the irritable bowel ayn- 
drome. 
According to Doctors Gustavu® 
A. Peters and J. Arnold Bargen of 
Rochester, Minnesota, the under­ 
lying cause for the irritable bowel 
is a disorder of the nervous sys­ 
tem. They think that this type of 
disturbance tends to run in fami­ 
lies. Not only the large intestine, 
but the entire gastro-intestinal 
tract is affected, and is usually 
irritated or upset. 
Circulatory Disturbance 
In patients with irritable bowel 
syndrome, there are often signs of 
circulatory disturbances also, such 
as 
excessive 
sweating 
of 
the 
hands, cold, clammy hands, rapid 
beating of the heart, low blood 
pressure, and numbness and tin­ 
gling in various parts of the body. 
Nervous fatigue helps to ex­ 
plain the occurrence of the irrita­ 
ble bowel syndrome, hut other fac­ 
tors also enter into it, such as the 
abuse of laxative drugs, the too 
frequent use of enemas or injec­ 
tions into the lower bowel, certain 
foods to which the patient may 
ho oversensitive, or lack of the 
normal digestive juices in the 
stomach. 
Many Complaints 
Patients with the irritable bowel 
syndrome have many complaints. 
They often find that they feel sick 
all over, or that they have stomach 
trouble, or are bilious. What all of 


these symptom« may amount to 1« 
that th* patient is suffering from 
constipation, and has some pain or 
discomfort within the abdomen. 
He is usually tired and exhausted 
and has no energy or ambition. 
Sometime« the pain in the ab­ 
domen i> in the upper part, but 
more often in the lo^—r end on th* 
left aide. There is constipation, 
often alternating with diarrhea. 
Frequently there are excessive 
amounts of mucus in the bowel 
movement«. There may be belch­ 
ing, excessive gas formation and 
gurgling within the intestines. 
Pain Relieved 
The abdominal pain ia often re­ 
lieved when the bowels move. The 
pain is rarely severe enough to 
keep the patient awake at night. 
The most im portant part of 
treatm ent of the irritable bowel is 
to dispel or quiet the patient'« 
fear*. The exact nature of th* dis­ 
order must be explained to him. 
Then he must be given proper ad­ 
vice concerning diet, exercise, and 
rest. 
The diet will, of course, vary 
with the symptoms present, and it 
is im portant that the patient take 
plenty of fluids, eat at regular 
times and, as a rule, avoid foods 
which are highly seasoned and too 
bulky. Certain drugs which quiet 
the nervous system, such as phéno­ 
barbital, may be prescribed by the 
doctor.
